obtaining 'cereal su b stitu tes, 
he 
should use Irish potatoes to the lim n 
of his ability, using four pounds of 
potatoes in place of one pound 
of 
substitutes. 
" R etailers selling flour to consum er 
m ust keep an accu rate record of such 
sales and it is com pulsory for them 
to see th a t none of their custom ers 
purchase in excess of six pounds of 
flour per person per month. 
“All records m ust be kept in such 
shape th a t an y 
rep resen tativ e 
of 
F nlted S ta te s food adm inistration can 
see at a glance, th at the six-pound 
rule is being observed. 
“Any re ta ile r selling a custom er in 
excess of six pounds of flour 
per 
m onth will have his supplies of all 
licensed com m odities cut off im m e­ 
diately. 
"AU rules affecting the 
sale 
of 
flour are effective im m ediately when 
issued. 
“ R em em ber; W h eat flour 
is 
the 
m ost imi>ortant com m odity to be co n ­ 
served and all rules governing distri­ 
bution m u st be followed to the le t­ 
ter.”

C ontrary to testim ony offered by 
the sta te 's w itnesses, Mrs. Corley de 
d a r e d Mr and Mrs. Sapp frequently 
took m eals to g eth e r and w ent riding 
in their new c ar often. 
"Mrs. Sapp 
told m e,” said the witness, "that she 
was hap p ier with him th an any oth er 
m an with w hom she had lived.”

More than $75,000 was added to 
the cash value of last year’s sweet 
potato crop as the result of the ef 
forts of the extension service of A. 
arni Al. college, through its rural ec­ 
onomics division, to make that crop 
as dependable source of cash income 
as cotton, according to the annual re­ 
port of the service, which has just 
been published. 
This has been ac­ 
complished through tile organization 
of farms of many of the counties of 
the sweet potato belt into co-opera­ 
tive companies which have built mod 
em potato curing houses in which 
the potatoes have been stored during 
Die winter, cured and then sold on 
tile advanced spring markets at prof­ 
its averaging TO cents per bushel over 
the prices commanded 
at 
harvest 
time. 
In addition to assisting the farmers 
in the organization of their compan­ 
ies and the building of their curing 
houses, the representatives of the ex 
tension service have visited the prin­ 
cipal wholesalers in the large cities 
of Texas and demonstrated the super­ 
ior quality of cured potatoes. 
Sixty 
one potato curing houses were con­ 
structed during the past year and up I 
to the time the annual report 
was 
compiled 112,500 bushels of sweet po- 
atoes had been stored in them. These 
potatoes had not been marketed at 
the time the report was filed, but re­ 
ports on the previous year showed 
that the gain in cured potatoes aver­ 
aged at leas! 70 cents per bushel, m ak­ 
ing a profit on the crop that had been 
stored to November 15 $78,750. 
Plans were perfected for the build 
ing of JI additional plants last yeai 
nd this number will be greatly in 
creased before the 1918 crop comes in

ply the powder on the neck, breast 
and fluff and along the spread of the 
wings.
